\Afelcome to "THE BEAST ON THE ROAD: WORLD TOUR ' 82. This one makes 
last year's "Killer World Tour" look easy. We start off in the U.K. on February 25 for 
20 shows, then go straight to France, followed by Spain, Switzerland, Belgium, 
Germany and Holland for another 35 shows. So you'll be able to feel the shock 
waves in Europe right through to May Day! After a few days off to travel to the 
States, we start in the mid-West on May 11, and then do about 85 gigs in the 
U.S.A. and Canada, through to the end of August. \Afe stop off for a concert (and a 
few days off 111) in Hawaii, before ten gigs in Japan in September. We then fly back 
to Europe for another 25 gigs in Italy, Yugoslavia, Austria, Denmark, Sweden, 
Norway and Holland . . . and, we hope ... a few more U.K. gigs. That makes (if I 
can count it right) at least 175 gigs in 17 countries in about 9 months. As you'll see 
tonight, we also taking out our biggest show yet with about 28 people on the road 
to put it up and keep it together (we hope!). They're the biggest P.A. and lighting 
rigs we've yet used, with a stage set specially designed for the tour by our lighting 
designer, Dave Lights. So if you don't like it, tell him! It had better work well or else 
I'll tear his head off. 
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A lot's happened since we last saw you. The Killer Tour was an incredible success 
all around the world. You 'eadbangers are the loudest, craziest bunch of 
mother* * * * * *s there is, or ever was (except for me, of course). And Maiden sold 
Ter a million albums last year, which can't be bad for a first World Tour. We also 
made a lot of friends all round the World - so to all you we met ® ^

There are so many people who help to put Maiden albums and gigs 
on the streets that it's impossible to mention them all in this bit, but I would 
particularly like to thank Rod, our manager, Martin, our producer, our long-suffering 
road crew, and Tony Wigens, our tour manager, who grows two grey hairs per 
band member per day! 

The most important people of all though, and you know it as well as I do, are our 
fans throughout the world, so to you all - have a good one in ' 82, see you on 
stage.
